Statistics gathered by the National 


Association df Manufacturers concern- 


ing the 187,390 manufacturing plants in 
the United States which show that only 
13.7 per cent of them operate as union 


closed shops and that these employ only 
7.4 per cent of the workers in industry, 
need no comment.

show that 11.9 per cent of the plants
